Already -the possessor of a for- 
midable collection of fiction, per- 
iodicals, biographies and refer- 
ence books, the Library has made 
recently several important pur-- 
chases to serve faculty and stu- 
dents to a still greater advant- 
age. These new volumes cover 
every field of study, and their 
acquistion is in accordance with 
a long-standing tradition of St. 
Joseph’s that an expansive, well- 
balanced library is a necessity. 

Two desirable collections were 
obtained, namely, the eight-volu- 
me Encyclopedia of Social Sci- 
ences, and the Dictionary of 
America Biography. The Ency- 
clopedia, fresh from the press, 
is used as a modern means of 
lesearch into any subject per- 
taining to economics, history, so- 
ciology and their~filce. More than 
13,000 individual biographies of 
prominent Americans, now de- 
ceased, are contained in the new 
Dictionary. 

Especially useful to the pre- 
meds are Principles of Bacter- 
iology and Immunity by Topley 
and Wilson, and Grace White’s 
Textbook of General Biology. 

For the man who likes to spend 
a quiet evening reading good 
fiction, books have been purchas- 
ed, also. Song at the Scaffold by 
Gertrude von le Fort, and Brother 
Petroc Returns by S.M.C., are 
only two which have already ex- 
perienced active service during 
their short period of use. 

Mind you, readers, these are 
only the new books.

Six Pre-Meds Take 
Entrance Exam 

Express Appreciation 

One of those really difficult 
tests that appear occasionally on 
a college campus, was submitted 
December 3- to six pre-med stu- 
dents under the direction of 
Father Kroeckel, professor of 
Biology. Despite cramped arms 
and weary mipds- following the 
strenuous two-hour ordeal, the 
entrants • expressed appreciation, 
as the test should be taken by 
those expecting to apply for en- 
trance to a medical school before 
fall, [1938. 

Arranged and compiled by a 
committee of the American Med- 
ical schools, the 395 questions 
were separated into seven divis- 
iops, covering visual memory, 
general information, logical rea- 
soning, scientific terminology, etc. 
To succeed, the student found it 
necessary to be alert pot only 
biologically; but on points touch, 
ing world affairs, history, litera- 
ture, mathematics apd Latin as 
well, Results measure abilty to 
master material similar to that 
presented by institutions of ad« 
vaneed medicine. Naturally the 
quia proved the scientific back- 
ground and ability of the stu- 
dent to draw logical conclusions 
from given data,

Who Of You Were Homesick? 


Father Cyril B. Ernst 
Gives Conferences 

“Of the seven retreats that I 
have made as a student, this 
one was the best,” expressed one 
of the seniors, complimenting 
the Rev. Cyril B. Ernst, C.PP.S., 
retreat master. Not all the boys 
and young men can speak from 
so much experience, but all of 
them, whether they have made 
one or more retreat in their 
lives here or elsewhere, agree 
that Father Ernst’s sermons and 
conferences were at least among 
the best that they have ever 
heard. In speaking to a group 
whose ages covered a rather wide 
range he was” very SRillful in 
using illustrations which brought 
home his points ih a very clear 
manner. He explained the laws 
of God and of the Church in such 
a way as to give the students a 
realization of what is to confront 
them in their later life. The 
general theme of his series of 
lectures was the need for men of 
high Catholic principles in the 
world today. Very pleasant and 
forceful on the pulpit, he impart- 
ed to his listeners the spirit of 
the retreat from the very be- 
ginning. 

The retreat opened Saturday 
evening at eight o'clock. On 
Sunday and Monday the students 
attended five lectures, and on 
Tuesday, four, one of the after- 
noon conferences being dropped 
, to give more time for confes- 
sions. The rest of the time, ex- 
cept for a recreation period after 
the midday meal, they spent in 
meditation, private devotion, and 
spiritual reading... ...At..S.iXrthirty 

Mass on Wednesday they all re- 
ceived Holy Communion. 

Just before the Solemn High 
Mass on Wednesday Father Ernst 
gave the closing address in which 
he expressed his appreciation to 
the students for the fine spirit 
which 1 they had shown. 

Father Ernst studied at St. 
j Joseph’s from 1915 to 1921. He 
. was ordained at the Precious 
Blood Seminary, Carthagena, 
Ohio, in 1927. When he had 
gathered his excellent store of 
experience in . parish work he 
received his appointment to the 
mission band. He now makes 
his headquarters at the Precious 
( Blood Mission House in Ft. 
I Wayne, Ind.

JOE UPSETS VAUNTED CENTRAL NORMAL, 49-3 


Cardinals Down Concordia, 40-30, 
In First Game On Home Floor

If— ft Cardinal player was not 
the first to make history for 
himself by. scoring the first point 
to be recorded on the new elec- 
tric indicator, the team com- 
bined to win a victory in the 
game which followed immediately 
the ceremony of unveiling. Con- 
cordia College of Ft. Wayne came, 
and when that team clashes with 
St. Joe the snectators know that 
the game will be ( thrilling. It 
was exciting, almost spectacular. 
The teams were both in excellent 
condition; St. Joe was not the 
St. Joe it had been two evenings 
' before. Everyone was in the con- 
test, fighting to the limit of 
human endurance. 

Both teams started the game 
with confidence of victory; both 
held this attitude throughout the 
periods of play.

An already difficult task was 
made hazardous when winter 
stalked in to add the element of 
benumbed fingers and toes. Still 
the work of repairing the insu- 
lation for the pipe line leading 
up to the large supply tank and 
straightening the pipe itself has 
gone, on.. .towards completion with- 
aut dangerous delay: The 170 
foot cast-iron pipe has been 
straightened and has a new 
covering sufficient to prevent the 
water flowing "up and down from 
freezing even in the almost zero 
temperature which has prevailed 
for the past two weeks. The 
workmen, who for days swung 
precariously in midair as daunt- 
lessly as steeple jacks doing a 
handspring on a six-inch I beam 
atop a towering New York sky- 
scraper, may smile complacent- 
ly at the snow flurries that howl 
over the prairie and wait for 
balmier days during which to 
complete their project. 

Time and the elements had 
finally rotted the first covering 
placed on this pipe more than 
a quarter of a century ago when 
the tank was erected. A run- 
away automobile once preferred 
it to the more customarily chosen 
telephone pole. It groaned under 
this mistreatment, but did not 
totter or fall. It was, however, 
becoming dangerous. 

When the work of repairing 
was begun a few weeks ago and 
the old jacket had been stripped 
away, great skill was necessary 
to ■ straighten the tons of metal 
standing on end lest the immense 
weight buckle and the entire pipe 
come tumbling down. The Hips- 
kind Heating and Plumbirtjp Com- 
pany of Ft. Wayne did this 
dangerous w»rk. Carpenters,

Schumacher, are constructing the 
new jacket. 

This is in reality a triple cover, 
ing. Two hexagon-shaped jack- 
ets of cypress wood are build 
around the “ pipe with an air 
space between them and between 
the inner one and the metal water 
conduit. Each of these is covered 
with a layer of tar paper. Final- 
ly, a third jacket, cylindrical in 
shape, is built around the whole. 
All of -this work but one half of 
the outer covering had been com- 
pleted when Winter, without ad- 
vance notice of his approach, 
suddenly checked further pro- 
gress temporarily.
